Allied advance, hindered by heavy 
rains and mud in all sectors. Mule 
transport had to be substituted for 
motor vehicles in some mountain- 
ous localities.

to take Mondragone. They

been held to that line, paralleling 
the lower slopes of Massico ridge.

Genoa was bombed

was the first raid on Italy's major 
seaport and important rail junc- 
tion by aircraft based in the Med- 
itcrrnnean area. 


The Forlresses went over

rail yards in Iwo waves, blasting 
them from end to end with high 
explosives and scoring many di- 
rect hits, especially on concentra- 
tions of trains in the center and I 
west side of the yards.

of Japan itself.

whom public welfare and safety 
depended. .

tremely puritanical attitude, and 
in sentiment and practice favor 
moderate drinking ..... 


Obviously all this puts the ab- 


stainer on 'the 'defgnsivto What 
has he to say for himself and for 
his case as a teetotaler? 


He can say decisively what I, 


as a life-long 
abstainer, 
have 


repeatedly 
said in these 
lesson 


comments: that abstinence never 
hurt 
anybody, 
neither 
the ab- 


stainer himself, nor anybody else. 
It is doubtful whether that can 
be said even for moderate drink- 
ing, 
particularly in an automo- 


bile age, for the exact point of 
safety 
between moderation 
and 


downright intoxication has never 
been defined. 


The abstainer has the Bible on 


his side. When 
important 
work 


had to be done, or when fine 
leadership 
was needed 
in wor- 


ship, 
or 
in times 
of national 


qrisis, there, was always empha- 
sis upon abstinence from intoxi- 
cants. 


One 
notes in 
the lesson 
the 


warning to Aaron; one thinks of 
the Rechabites; of Daniel; of John 
the 
Baptist; 
and of the 
many 


whom God entrusted with great 
tasks. 
Negatively, 
the Bible re- 


cords the tragedies due to strong 
drink — Noah disgraced in the 
very hour that he ought to have 
been building a new world, the 
sons 
of Aaron 
in 
the 
lesson 


making fools 
of themselves, and 


perverting the sacredness of wor- 
ship, evidently because they were 
drunk; 
and the many 
other in- 


stances 
of downfall 
and 
failure 


that occasioned the command for 
abstinence. 


The cause of temperance is not 


furthered by harsh and fanatical 
judgment of those who differ from 
us regarding abstinence; but the 
abstainer need have no inferiority 
complex. 
He has a good 
case, 


and the facts and the future are 
with him.

The cause of temperance is not 


furthered by harsh and fanatical 
judgment of those who differ from 
us regarding abstinence; but the 
abstainer need have no inferiority 
complex. 
He has a good 
case, 


and the facts and the future are 
with him.

FDR Asks Funds 
to Continue Food 
Subsidy Program

Washington, Nov. 1 —(IP)— Pres- 
dent Roosevelt in an exhaustive 
review of the world food situation 
urged Congress today to continue 
and increase the 
administration's 


£800,000,000 food price subsidy pro- 
gram to assure an adequate sup- 
ply and prevent a 
"serious 
and 


dangerous cycle" of inflation. 


To a legislature which has been 


sharply critical of federal 
subsi- 


dies and which has leaned rather 
toward higher farm prices to en- 
courage

production for 
war, the chief executive sent the 
longest special 
message 
of 
his 


nearly 11 years in the White House 
— 10,000 words. He had checked 
and rechecked it many times and 
spent almost a month writing it. 


Shorn of its historical data, the 


message 
assured 
the 
American 


people that there will be "enough 
food to go 
around," 
specifically 


nailed reports of a "meat famine" 
this winter, and declared the price 
support program is proving reason- 
ably successful in these two objec- 
tives: 


Increasing production, and main- 


taining fair food prices for the con 
sumer. 


"I am convinced," the chief ex- 


ecutive said, "that to abandon our 
present policy would increase the 
cost of living, bring about demands 
for increased wages which would 
then be justifiable, and might well 
start a serious and dangerous cycle 
of inflation — without any net bene- 
fit to anyone." 


He said some people say a little 


inflation will not hurt anyone, add- 
ing: 


"They are like the .man who 


takes 'the first shot of opium for 
the sensation he thinks it will give 
him. He likes

swears that he will not make it a 
habit. Soon he is taking two — and 
then more and more — and then 
he loses all control of himself. 


"Inflation is like that. A little 


leads to more. I am unalterably 
opposed to taking the first shot by 
congressional, or by any other ac- 
tion.

Renew Appeal to Farmers for 
3 Extra Days' Work Cutting 
Pulpwood for Wartime Needs 


In an urgent appeal to farmers | 


to spend three extra days in cutting 
pulpwood, J. H. Friend, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the International Paper Co., 
and general manager of operations 
for the Southern Kraft Division, 
stressed the fact that this nation 
faces a shortage of some 3,000,000 
cords of pulpwood which is desper- 
ately needed now for ammunition 
containers, food containers, rayon, 
smokeless powder and print paper. 


Maximum cash benefits for the 


farmer can be had, it was pointed 
out by Mr. Friend, where the 
farmer cuts his own pulpwood and 
hauls it himself to the various load- 
ing points or the .rail sidings into 
the mill yards where the haul does 
not cover too great a distance. 


If everyone of the more than 


3,800,000 farmers in the 27 pulpwood 
producing states would devote only 
30 extra hours during the remain- 
ing months of 1943 to cutting pulp- 
wood, the alarming shortage of 
pulpwood would be overcome, it 
was stated. The solution to the 
problem rests with those on the 
farms and in the woods of our puip 
wood producing areas. 


Mr. Friend empnasized the fact 


that the average pulpwood tree 
yields enough nitro-ceUulose to pro- 
vide smokeless powder for thirty- 
five 105 mm. shells or 7,500 rounds 
of ammunition for a Garand rifle. 
Your cord of pulpwood will make 
enough smokeless powder to fire 


two rounds in a 16-inch naval gun. 
Parts for Army and Navy planes 
are shipped in paper 
containers 


made from trees. Resin treated 
wood pulp is molded under pressure 
into airplane parts.
